Oberlin’s 30,9 00-Piece Chinese Puzzle; 
What to do With a Go ld-Shing led Temple

OBERLIN, Ohio —Oberlin col- 
l« g t is worried abou t the Chi­ 
n ese problem, bu t it hasn ’t an y ­ 
thin g to do with the Nation alists 
an d the Commu n ists. ^ Oberlin ’s 
problem 
is what to do with a 
Chinese Lama temple. 
Fou r y ears ago. the Archaeo­ 
logical 'Tru st of Chicago don ated 
the temple to the college. 
The 
stru ctu re is a pain stakin g replica 
of the su mmer Jehol palace of 
an cien t Man chu emperors in In ­ 
n er Mon golia. 
It had been bu ilt 
for the Cen tu ry of Progress Ex ­ 
position in Chicago in 1932, an d 
later shown at the World’s Fair 
in New York. 
When the temple became Ober­ 
lin property , the college receiv ed 
a $7 5 ,000 don ation from Dr. H. 
H. Ku n g, former v ice premier of 
Chin a an d an Oberlin alu mn u s. 
The 
su m 
was for 
con stru ction 
pu rposes. 


Bu t the temple arriv ed in 29 
freight cars an d in abou t 30,900 
pieces. 
It wa.s a con stru ction job 
that far ex ceeded the av ailable 
fu n ds. 
So the temple was pu t in 
a warehou se — in 17 3 crates cov ­ 
erin g two floors. 
There it has 
reposed, gettin g du sty an d ex pen ­ 
siv e to main tain . 
Plan s are u n der way again to 
raise the fu n ds n ecessary to erect 
the ex otic stru ctu re an d the col­ 
lege facu lty is div ided in to two 
opposin g faction s on the qu estion 
of whether the u ltimate en d ju s­ 
tifies the ex pen se. 
Those on the facu lty who fav or 
erectin g the temple feel it will 
serv e as a cen ter for Chin ese stu ­ 
dies. 
Bu t the opposition wan ts 
no part of the bu ildin g, feelin g 
that it wou ld be ju st a waste 
of mon ey to pu t it u p.

Truma n; Feuding Supreme 
Co urt Justices Get Mix ed

WASHINGTON—Mu m is su pposed to be the 
word, bu t a secret resolu tion has been drawn u p 
au thorizing impeachment proceedings against 
President Tru man—in case he lets the coal 
strike continu e to a national danger point. 


The resolu tion was drafted by a handfu l of 
Repu blicans and Dixiecrats ju st before Congress 
adjou rned and then locked in a safe deposit 
box. They plan to introdu ce it next Jan u ary— 
if the national economy is seriou sly jeopardized 
by strikes. Ringleader of the impeachment move 
is Congressman Ralph Gwinn, New York Re­ 
pu blican, with an assist from Gene Cox, the 
Georgia Dixiecrat. 
Specifically, the 
secret 
resolu tion 
charges 
President Tru man with “nonfeasance” of office. 
It is alleged that he neglected the economic 
welfare of all the people in order to help a 
tightly organized minority—the labor u nions. 
The resolu tion fu rther points ou t that the 
president cou ld have prevented “economic dis­ 
aster” by invoking the Taft-Hartley act. This 
constitu tes 
neglect 
of 
du ty, 
the 
resolu tion 
charges. 
Now that the steel strike is being settled, the 
wind has been taken ou t of the impeachment 
plan, bu t it may still be revived in case John L. 
Lewis* coal strike gets worse.

In Washington, where hostesses keep carefu l 
tab on who’s feu ding with whom, it wou ld be 
an u nforgivable boner to confu se the identity 
of the Su preme Cou rt’s two feu ding ju stices, 
tho honorable Hu go Black and Robert Jackson. 
Yet that’s exactly what happened the other 
day at no less an occasion than an official 
swearing-in. Ju stice Black got the assignment 
of administering the oath of Federal Trade 
Commissioner John Carson. As the ceremony 
reached its 
climax,

Chairman Lowell 
Mason annou nced solemnly: “Ladies and gentle­ 
men, Mr. Carson will now take the oath, ad­ 
ministered by Mr. Ju stice Jackson.” 
The assembled dignitaries howled at the 
mistake.

crimson. 
Later, ex-Senator Jim Mead was appointed 
to another vacancy in the Federal Trades Com­ 
mission. Mason got on the phone to arrange 
the ceremony, invited Ju stice Jackson to give 
the oath. 
Jackson agreed, then added: “By the way, 
this will give you a chance to call me Mr. 
Ju stice Black.”

One 
year later Du lles was retained by Brown Bro- 
thers-Harrim an to salvage something ou t of 
the German bond wreckage. He cou ld salvage 
nothing.

I knew him in the old days 
and I had a high regard for his integrity.” 
Page 69 0 of Who’s Who in America states in 
Du lles’ 
self-penned 
biography that

“Secretary of the Hagu e peace conference in 
19 07 .” The records of the Hagu e conference 


list 20 secretaries, bu t Du lles’ name is not 
among them. He was then only 19 years old. 
Who’s Who also states that Du lles was “mem­ 
ber, 
Reparations 
Commission 
and 
Su preme 
Economic Cou ncil, 19 19 .” Records of the com­ 
mission state that its members were Bernard 
Baru ch, Norman H. Davis, Vance McCormick, 
Ellis Dressel, alternate. Du lles is not listed. He 
was then only 31 years old. 
Note—Who’s Who biographies are 
always 
su bmitted to the individu al for proofreading. 
Capital N e w « Capsu les 
McGrath on personal rights—Attorney Gen- 
eneral Howard McGrath has laid down the law 
to Ju stice Department su bordinates on civil 
liberties. He wants no one’s constitu tional toes 
stepped on in the fight against crime. McGrath 
will wage war on crime, bu t has made it clear 
that he wou ld rather let a crime go u npu nished 
than violate constitu tional rights.

Wo rth o f New Minimum Wa g e 
La w Ha ng s o n Administra to rs

WASHINGTON— (NEA)—For the next three 
months textile plants will be working fu ll blast 
to produ ce all they can u nder the old minimu m 
wage of 40 cents an hou r. In spite of some 
su rplu s cotton goods existing in warehou ses, the 
indu stry started the speed-u p a month ago in 
anticipation of a new, higher minimu m. 
On midnight between Jan. 26 and Jan. 27 , 
19 50, the new 7 5 -cents-an-hou r minimu m wage 
goes into effect. The produ ction of textiles will 
be the biggest single indu stry affected by it. It’* 
obviou s why manu factu rers want to produ ce as 
mu ch as they can u nder the lower wage rate. 
The most liberal estimate of the effect of the 
law is that 1,500,000 workers will get raises 
ranging from 5 to 15 cents an hou r. 


In spite of this obviou s benefit to workers, 
and the great praise of the new law by Presi­ 
dent Tru man and Emil Rieve, president of CIO’s 
Textile Workers Union of America, there is not 
u nanimou s 
opinion among labor experts that the 
law will eventu ally prove to be a net gain for 
labor. 


When he signed the bill President Tru man 
said: 
“This act has proved to be wise and pro­ 
gressive remedial legislation for the welfare 
not only of ou r wage earners bu t of ou r whole 
economy.” 
Present at the signing, Rieve said: 
“This measu re will remove from the sweat­ 
shop category some of the most exploited Amer­ 
ican workers. At the same time the entire 
economy will benefit from an increase in pu r­ 
chasing power now so badly needed to main­ 
tain prosperity.” 
Tru e Test of a Law 
Before those bold words are 
proved tru e, 
there’s the important job of administering the 
law over a long enou gh time to give it a 
fair test. This is where the trou ble will be, 
according to the experts. 
And Department of 
Labor attorneys are inclu ded among those re­ 
serving their enthu siasm for the law. 
The biggest problem is how many workers 
might su ddenly find themselves u nprotected by 
the new law, who were covered 
by the old 
one. The first estimate was 200,000. Now 
a 
Labor Department spokesman says 7 50,000. It 
all revolves arou nd the fact that Congress only 
has the au thority to legislate for workers en­ 
gaged in interstate commerce. 
The old law states that any workers in occu ­ 
pations “necessary” to the produ ction of goods 
in interstate commerce were covered. For 
11 
years there was cou rt litigation on this term, 
to try to determine who was and who wasn’t 
covered. Scores of these fights finally had to be 
settled by the Su preme Cou rt. The new law 
su bstitu tes for the word “necessary” the com­ 
plicated phrasing “closely related process or 
occu pation directly essential to the produ ction 
of goods. 
. . . ” 
Horizon Looks Clou dy 
When the measu re was debated in Congress 
a member estimated that it wou ld take 10 
years of litigation before any clear ou tline of 
the meaning of that part of the act emerged. 
A Department of Labor official who will take 
part in administering it isn’t even that opti­ 
mistic. He says: 
“Only the gods can predict what the cou rts 
will do with those words when the lawyers 
begin argu ing abou t definitions. The Su preme 
Cou rt is in for a lot of work.” I ju st hope that 
we in the department can come to some argee- 
ments on what they are su pposed to mean.” 
He admits that the gu esses on how many 
workers will be exclu ded from the act’s pro­ 
tection might be very conservative, that there 
might be more than 1,000,000. He also admits 
that many other sections of the law will in­ 
volve draw n-ou t controversies. 
In addition to textile plants being affected, 
the sou thern lu mbering indu stry, the produ ction 
of fertilizer and the manu factu ring of wood 
fu rnitu re in the Carolinas will also feel the 
changes by having to raise wages. 
Also on the positive side, the new law will 
provide child-labor conditions, make it easier 
for employes to collect u npaid wages, standard­ 
ize overtime pay and help to correct some 
abu ses in indu strial homework. It also broadens 
the minimu m wage provision to inclu de airline 
employes and workers in fish and seafood 
canneries.

Y HIS year is Chopin’s year, 
the centenary of Chopin’s death. 
The celebrating of Chopin’s death 
reached its peak on October 19 th 
when mu sic clu bs and organiza­ 
tions all over the cou ntry paid the 
romanticist of the piano tribu te 
with recitals and lectu res. 
The geniu s of Frederic Chopin 
has been recognized and appre­ 
ciated by more people this year 
than ever b e f o r e . The Polish 
people are ju stly prou d of their 
cou ntryman and have helped pu b­ 
licize his life as well as his mu sic 
by pu blishing considerable mate­ 
rial. The Polish Research and In­ 
formation 
Service’s 
pu blication, 
“Poland of Today” devoted their 
entire October issu e to Mr. Chopin 
and the Polish mu sic realm. 
Chopin is held in high esteem 
by the Poles and his mu sic has 
become a part of their national 
ideals. Du ring the war Chopin 
mu sic was banned by the Nazi in­ 
vaders becau se of the strong feel­ 
ing of u nity and opposition it 
gave the Polish people. It was 
listened to however, regardless of 
the restrictions and consequ ences 
if they were cau ght. 
It was only natu ral that the 
peoples of his home cou ntry were 
so devoted to his mu sic for du ring 
his active years of giving concerts 
and pleasing his pu blic Chopin 
established 
a 
repu tation t h a t 
covered all Eu rope. His individu ­ 
ality in style, not in the slightest 
affected by other masters, made 
his ballades, prelu des and ma­ 
zu rkas dazzling to concert goers of 
his day as well as now. 
It has been a long established 
qu estion of how Chopin played 
his own compositions in regard to 
interpretation and the like. It mu st 
be taken into consideration that 
the piano was far from its present 
form when Chopin was perform­ 
ing his nu merou s concerts. Not 
only has the piano improved, bu t 
the places where the mu sic is now 
rendered are mu ch larger, seating 
thou sands where in Chopin’s time, 
the recitals were given in the 
intimacy of small drawing rooms 
and salons. Natu rally the mu sic 
need not be played forcefu l and 


lou d with the listening au dience 
in a small room. 
Chopin’s life started Febru ary 
22, 181C in a small village ou t­ 
side of Warsaw, Poland. He had a 
happy childhood and started his 
mu sic stu dies u nder the tu telage 
of his nine-year-old sister. Ha 
soon equ alled her abilities, how­ 
ever, and requ ired a “real teach­ 
er.” His instru ctor was a Czech, 
A da l b e r t Zywny, who was a 
miser who wore a powdered wig 
and constantly took snu ff. 
The Old Czech was qu ite prou d 
of his you thfu l prodigy, whose 
fame soon spread over the su r­ 
rou nding cou ntryside. His talent 
was in constant demand for social 
parties 
and 
he made his first 
pu blic appearance at the age of 
eight. 
His charm, his ability to be 
friendly and his overwhelming 
personality endeared him to all 
he came in contact with. He was 
always a thin, frail and delicate 
boy from the time of his birth, 
bu t his incredible ability at the 
keyboard raptu red his au diences. 
He was u nassu ming and never 
seemed to be aware of his phe­ 
nomenal su ccess. 
“How general and irresistable 
was his influ ence can be seen in 
the apparently paradoxical fact,” 
says the Polish pu blication, “that 
Chopin’s chromatic harmony ex­ 
erted a powerfu l influ ence on 
American dance 
mu sic—notably 
on jazz. In Du ke Ellington’s fan­ 
tasies one can find 
harmonies 
that seem to spring directly from 
the Mazu rkas or Polonaises.” 
The fact that this year marks 
the hu ndredth year since Chopin 
died is important and the fact 
that his mu sic has su rvived the 
greatest foe of all, time, is equ ally, 
important, bu t not too o f t e n 
thou ght of.

On U. S. Hoard 


Me^'l Interests 
Spurred to Act 
By Promotion

CHICAGO. Nov. 5—i/P)~U ncle 
Sam soon m ay have to add some 
pork m eat to his hoarded gro­ 
ceries. 
Hog prices are slipping. 
They 
are now at the lowest level in 
m ore than three years. They are 
not far ab ove the point at which 
the agriculture departm ent m ust 
b uy pork to help hold up the 
farm er’s price for live hogs. 
Uncle Sam ’s hoarded groceries 
include 
eggs, milk, 
potatoes, 
grains 
and 
m any 
other 
items. 
B ut there’s no m eat in the lar­ 
der. M any livestock traders think 
the last thing Uncle Sam w ants 
to do is b uy meat, taking it out 
of the consum er’s m arket. 
However, he w on't b e ab le to 
help him self if prices continue to 
slide. 
The top price for hogs here 
yesterday 
was $ 17 
a 
hundred 
pounds. 
That was 
the 
lowest 
since OPA ceilings were removed 
Oct. 
15, 
1946. The 
old ceiling 
was $ 16.25. 
Spurred to Act 
Palling prices hav^e spurred the 
m eat interests to action. 
A na­ 
tion-w ide 
educational 
and 
ad­ 
vertising campaign promoting the 
use of pork will start next month. 
Charles Shum an, president of 
the Illinois A gricultural associa­ 
tion, which is b acking the prom o­ 
tional campaign, says, “ We are 
interested in heavy consum ption j 
of pork b ecause it m eans we can 
convert our large grain supplies 
into m eat and find a m arket for 
our product.” 
“We would rather depend upon 
a strong consum er dem and than 
governm ent price supports,” Shu­ 
m an said.« 
The A m erican M eat Institute, 
composed of m eat packers, came 
up with some figures on retail | 
prices.

retail in the b asic Chicago m ar-j 
ket have dropped an average of 
23 per cent from last sum m er 
w hile whole ham s have slumped 
15 per cent.

15 per cent of a hog goes into 
lard.

Sherman to 
Try to Avoid 
Too Deep Cuts 


Cries of Protest 
Against Them in 
Naval Aviation 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5—(#)— 


Admiral Forrest P. Sherman, new 
chief of Naval operations, said to- 
day "every effort will be made" 
to avoid applying economy cuts 
to Naval aviation. 


The Navy now is getting a hear- 


ing at the Pentagon on proposed 
reductions that brought cries of 
protest last month 
from vsome 


members of the House Armed Ser- 
vices committee. 


Efforts to steer cuts in some 


other direction do not mean the 
Navy's air arm won't be hurt in 
Defense Secretary Johnson's bil- 
lion dollor economy program for 
the armed forces. But the aviation 
slashes may be smaller than had 
been indicated. 


"It's too early to predict how 


we will make out," Sherman told 
a reporter. "It is a complicated 
financial matter which I haven't 
had time to grasp fully yet. 


"The Navy never wanted to 


cut down on the procurement of 
planes. But when suddenly you 
find yourself poor, you stop buy- 
ing things. Now we are making 
every effort to make the cuts in 
other directions." 


Sherman said lie wants a big 


combat fleet and the largest pos- 
sible Na\ry afloat. That leaves the 
implication that reductions will 
be applied as much as possible to 
Navy shore stations. 
Protest by Matthews 
Navy Secretary Matthews had 


protested the extent of Navy cuts 
to Johnson and been promised a 
hearing. The Navy has been get- 
ting a hearing for the past two 
days before Johnson's economy 
Joseph T. McArney. 


The generals previously have 


had a chance, it was understood, 
to give their views' on the cuts 
proposed for the Army. The Air 
Force presumably will get a turn 
later on. 


Sherman today made the first 


major personnel move since he 
became chief last Wednesday. 


He chose Rear Admiral Lynde 


Dupuy McCormick, commander of 
the Twelfth Naval District at San 
Francisco, to be his vice chief of 
Naval operations efective next 
spring. 


At different times during the 


war, 
Shermon 
and McCormick 


were chiefs of staff to Fleet Ad- 
miral Chester W. Nmiitz, com- 
mander in chief of the Pacific 
fleet. 


McCormick is a submarine man. 


Sherman an aviator. 


Sherman said that continuing 


rumors that Admiral Arthur W. 
Radford wLl be replaced as the 
present Pacific fleet commander 
are "all speculation" with no basis 
in fact that he knows about. 


Sherman said, too, he knows 


nothing of reports that Admiral 
Louis E. Denfeld, whom he suc- 
ceeded as chief of Naval opera- 
tions, now may retire.

lave been given priority in con- 
struction over the storm sewers. 


Two years ago total bonds vot- 


ed were 
$1,075,000.00. .Of 
this1 


amount $538,480.00 in the bond 
program were allocated to plants 
and sanitary sewers. In the Burns 
& McDonnell engineering company 
report with Allan H. Wymore 
and Ben T. Marshall as spokesmen, 
it was explained that total con- 
ti-acts awarded for these two pro- 
jects amounted to $807,332.07. This 
is an increase in costs of $268,852.07 
over the original allocation. 
Total Funds Obligated 
Now total funds obligated, ex- 


plained in more detail below, am- 
ount to $892,332.07, which leaves 
total funds not obligated at $182,- 
667.93. This latter amount can be 
spent on the third project—the 
storm sewers. However the pre- 
liminary estimate was $429,690.OC 
and at present it is conchtdec

Gold Flowing 
Out of U. S. 


Denials That 
Devaluation is 
Being Considered 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5—(£>)-— 


Gold is flowing out of the United 
States after pouring in from for- 
eign countries for 15 years without 
interruption except in wartime. 


Officials said today that foreign 


countries, in a reversal of the 
longtime trend, have b o u g h 1 
enough gold from the great U. S 
monetary stocks to cut them down 


$108,000,000 fraction in seven 
a 
weeks. 


A mass of rumors that the U. S 


will devalue the dollar, persisting 
doggedly hi the face of repeated 
and emphatic top-level govern 
rnent denials, appears to hav< 
had a big part in the trend shift 
although other more normal rea 
sons figured in it too. 


Some foreign countries, hav 


some U. S. dollars on hand tha 
aren't immediately needed, hav 
elected to swap 'them for' gold 01 
the theory, officials surmise, tha 
the rumors might possibly hav 
some merit. 


In that case, they would profi 


if gold they bought now from th 
U.-S. at $35 an ounce, plus a hand 
ling charge, could be sold back t 
the U. S. later for a higher figure 


U. S. officials, discussing th 


situation only on condition tha 
Ihey not be identified, contende 
the foreign countries taking thi 
view would be smarter now t 
heed Secretary of the Treasury 
Snyder's devaluation denials. 
Cost Items Sizeable 
The Treasury charges % of on 


per cent for "handling" on eithe 
its sales or purchases of gold. Tha 
alone is nearly 9 cents per ounc 
of gold. Boat or air shipments an 
insurance cost more. 


These cost items can run t 


sizeable sums on transactions in 
.volving exchanges of millions o 
dollars for gold. And foreign coun 
tries can lose on that by riding 
wrong rumor, officials note. 


On the other hand, they ac 


knowledge that countries reall 
impressed by the rumors aren 
likely to stop buying gold be 
cause of those costs. The buyer 
will, instead, figure them as "in 
surance" costs. 


U. S. officials stress that for 


eign purchases of gold from th 
U. S. have been on a "modest 
scale so far, unaccompanied by 
"nervousness" that should be ap- 
parent if devaluation expectations 
were strong. 


Secretary Snyder, chief money 


man in the government, has said 
flatly that Congress alone has 
power to devalue the dollar, and 
that the Truman administration 
has no intention of asking it to 
do so.

Quick Response By Blood

White House sources that Presi- 
dent Truman is being urged by 
some advisers to call for a Taft-

Effect Into Homes 


PITTSBURGH,' Nov. 5—U®— 


The effect of the seven-week old 
coal strike began creeping into 
American homes today on th« 
heels of winter's advancing chill.

trial public has been eaten to close 
to nothing. 


In some areas the striking Uni- 


ted Mine Workers or well-stocked 
industries have set up emergency 
supplies for vital public institu- 
tions or private hardship cases. 


But the diggers' boss. John L. 


Lewis, voiced, a -terse "no" to an 
appeal for help from the mayor 
of Pittsburgh. 


Ironically, it is the homes clos- 


est to the surface of the black 
fuel that face the first threat of 
going fuelless. 


The explanation is simple. Be- 


cause coal usually is available 
quickly and in plentiful quantities 
near the pits. Householders and 
retailers seldom lay in a big 
supply. 


And the miners' stockpiles either 


have been moved to strategic dis- 
tribution centers or are under the 
p i c k e t i n g surveillance of the 
UMW.

coal merchants as nearly critical. 


Some hospitals here report they

Oberlin's 30,900-Piece Chinese Puzzle; 
What to do With a Gold-Shingled Temple 


By NEA Service 


OBERLIN, Ohio —Oberlin col- 


lege is worried about the Chi- 
nese problem, but it hasn't any- 
thing to do with the Nationalists 
and the Communists. 
Oberlin's 


problem is what to do with a 
Chinese Lama temple. 


Four years ago, the Archaeo- 


logical Trust of Chicago donated 
the temple to the college. 
The 


structure is a painstaking replica 
of the summer Jehol palace of 
ancient Manchu emperors in In- 
ner Mongolia. It had been built 
for the Century of Progress Ex- 
position in Chicago in 1932, and 
later shown at the World's Fair 
in New York. 


When the temple became Ober- 


lin property, the college receivec 
a $75,000 donation from Dr. H 
H. Kung, former vice premier oi 
China and an Oberlin alumnus 
The sum was for construction 
purposes. 


But the temple arrived in 2£ 


freight cars and in about 30,900 
pieces. It was a construction job 
that far exceeded the available 
funds. 
So the' temple was put in 


a •warehouse — in 173 crates cov- 
ering two floors. 
There it has 


reposed, getting dusty and expen- 
sive to maintain. 


Plans are under way again to 


raise the funds necessary to erecl 
the exotic structure and the col- 
lege faculty is divided into two 
opposing factions on the question 
of whether the ultimate end jus- 
tifies the expense. 


Those on the faculty who favor 


•reeling the temple feel it will 
serve as a center for Chinese stu- 
dies. 
But the opposition wants 


no part of the building, feeling 
that it would be just a waste 
of money to put it up. 


"The temple represents a de- 


based form of Chinese Buddhism 
and I seriously 
doubt that it 


would be a good influence on 
students," said Prof. Frederick 
Artz, head of the history depart- 
ment. 
"In addition, you can't 


heat it, you can't see in it, and 
it's filled with tinkling bells." 


Supporters of the temple feel 


that the bells are Prof. Artz' big 
worry, since the proposed temple 
site adjoins his property. 


But Prof. Artz has further ob- 


. jections, feeling that the temple 
would not make a decent mu- 
seum. "There's no wall space to 
hang a picture or accommodate 
pieces of art," he said. "The en- 
tire structure is fancy lacework. 
It would cost $100,000 to erect it 
and the maintenance would be 
immense. 
Everything on it is 


hand-painted." 


Another of the anti-temple fac- 


tion feels that construction costs 
could be put to better advantage 
for other projects. "The college 
is strapped for finances and sal- 
ary increases," this professor said. 
"It would-start a campus revolu- 
tion if the board approved con- 
struction of such a curiosity. Far 
better to establish a chair at the 
college for . Chinese studies." 


More than 28,000 pieces of the 


temple were made in China — 
hand-carved and hand-decorated. 
Another 2900 pieces were added 
by 
American ' craftsmen. 
The 


temple 
is 
roofed 
with 
25,000 


shingles of 23.12 carat gold leaf. 


"There was gold all over our 


clothes and the floor when we 
stored the shingles," said Robert 
Barber, warehouse manager. 
"It 


was some job!"

Nishiyama is a sophomore at

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5—(IP)— 


Taxes on farm real estate in Mis- 
souri and Oklahoma were under 
-the national average in 1948 while 
Kansas farmers paid about the 
average. 


On the basis of ttax levies per 


acre, Kansas had th'e highest levy 
the Sunflower state has reported 
since 1909 


These figures were given in the 


latest agriculture department re- 
ports on tax levies on farm real 
estate. 


The tax levy in Missouri last 


year was 75 cents for each $100 
of value compared with a nat- 
ional average of $1. In Oklahoma 
the same year it was 69. cents 
and in Kansas 99 cents. 
Rate Was 76c Per 5100 
Missouri's 1948 rate was a 


slight decline from the 76 per 
cent per S100 value in 1947 anc 
was considerably below the peak 
of $1.01 in 1940. However, it was 
far below the 1909-13 average 
of 26 cents. 


In Oklahoma, the 69-cent per 


$100 value levy was a drop from 
the 1947 levy of 74 cents and the 
1909-13 average of 72 cents. Th 
lowest levy in the Sooner state 
shown by the report was 63 cents 
in 1946. 


The 1948 Kansas levy of 99 


cents per $100 value was the 
same as that of 1947 but more 
tha nthe 88-cent levy in 1946 and 
the 1909-23 average of 45 cents 


In amounts of tax per acre. 


Kansas landowners paid more in 
1948 than in any year covered 
by the report—61 cents in 1948 
compared with 59 cents in 1947 
45 the year before, 55 in 1930 
and a 1909-13 average of 19 cents 
Jumped In 1909-13 
The tax levy per acre in Mis- 


souri jumped from an average of 
14 cents during the 1909-13 per- 
iod to 44 cents in 1948. Last 
year's levy per acre was only 
one cent under the 1930 high of 
45 cents. 


Oklahoma farmers had a levy 


of 34 cents an acre in 1948, an 
increase over the 32 cents in 1947 
and the 1909-13 average of 
but well under the 1930 average 
of 47 cents. 


The highest tax levy per acre 


reported for the nation in 1948 
was $3.78 in Massachusetts, the 
lowest six cents in New Mexico. 
The highest levy per $100 value 
of farm real estate in 1948 was 
$2.95 in Maine, the knvest 32 
cents in West Virginia.

SAN MARINO — The world's 


oldest 
and 
tiniest 
republic 
is 


gambling on its future by taking 
its problems of dwindling reve- 
nues and rising costs to the gam- 
ing table. 


Surrounded by non-Red Italy, 


the little Communist - controlled 
nation of San Marino has started 
a gambling casino in the hope of 
making up the loss of customs 
duties which Italy normally col- 
lected and paid to the republic 


Over the protests of the Cath- 


olic party minority in this coun- 
try of 12,000. a syndicate was 
authorized to convert the Titano 
theatre, named after the moun- 
tain on which sits the capital of 
San .Vlarino. With roulette wheels 
and other games in full cry on 
the 
main 
floor 
and 
erstwhile 


stage, San Marino hopes its 50 
per cent cut of the take will 
make up its customs losses. 


For a million lire (about $1500) 


monthly, the syndicate rents the 
theater. 
A blazing neon 
sign, 


•'Kursul," announces its presence 
—founding fathers frowned on 
the word casino in deference to 
the Christian Democrats. 
Inside 


some 100 persons, chiefly San 
Marinese who picked up their 
new trade at neighboring Italy's 
casinos at San Remo and Venice, 
operate the games. 
Ifor 500 lire 


(less than SI) the visitor can 
come inside and try his luck. 


In return for its concession, the 


"Kursal" operators have agreed 
to buDd a new casino valued at 
100 million lire (about $150,000), 
a new 
150-room hotel for its 


clients, and to repair the two 
main roads leading from the ca- 
pital to Italy, using San Marinese 
labor and local materials. 


But the ''Kursal's" chief clients 


at the moment, the Italian indus- 
trialists and upper class are find- 
ing obstacles at the Italian-San 
Marino frontier. 
There, finance 


police have 'established 
control 


points to check documents of tra- 
velers with an eye to tax retruns. 
Each bus or car passing into the 
tiny republic is examined at a 
leisurely 
pace, because, 
casino 


operators claim, the Italians want 
to delay arrival at the gaming 
tables. 
All this, they charge, is 


an effort by rival casinos in Italy 
to kill their operation. 


If the rivals succeed in putting 


the new "Kursal" out of business 
the average San Marinese will 


have lost — but not through di- 
rect gambling. Natives are for- 
bidden admittance to the games. 


Literally thousands 
of "New 


Yorkers'' actually do not reside 
m the city. They commute miles 
daily so that they can live in the 
"country" or suburbs.

—What price roast-mallard? 


Some reports on duck and goose 


shooting in Missouri this year in- 
dicate the price is going down a 
little. 
More hunters are getting 


their limits, the reports say. 


Then you talk to a few fellows 


who didn't get even one little teal, 
in these first two days of the 1949 
season. And you have to sum it 
up this way: 


It depends on where you are 


and how well you can shoot. 


The reports generally indicate 


there is an increase in the num- 
ber of waterfowl. Up in north- 
western Missouri, around the big 
lake—Squaw creek area, a report 
said there were more geese than 
ducks. 
Frosted Fingers and Toes 
In a way, that's heartening. A 


lot of hunters that have frosted 
their fingers and toes in blinds 
for many years have yet to kill a 
goose. And one 12-pound gander 
provides a lot more victuals than 
even a couple of big ducks. 


Big flights of geese have been 


reported at the Fountain Grove 
public hunting area near Chilli- 
cothe, along the east-west stretch 
of the Missouri river and along 
the Mississippi river in north- 
eastern Missouri. 


Mallards apparently are moving 


into Missouri, with most of the 
northern areas reporting hunting 
success on the big ducks. 


In this area teal seem to make 


up a good share of the hunters' 
bag. 
They always precede the 


cold weather ducks. 


A lot ef Missouri hunters cros- 


sed the Mississippi to shoot in the 
federal 
hunting 
grounds near 


Batchtown, 111., about 50 miles 
upriver from St. Louis. 
Ability of Hunters 
Both geese and ducks were be- 


ing killed there in numbers the 
first two days .of the season. But 
a veteran guide in the area looked 
down his nose when asked about 
the ability of the men behind the 
guns. 


The guide, Emll Klaas, said all 


the hunters there could have got 
opening day limits of four ducks 
if they could just shoot straighten 


Near 
Swan 
Lake refuge 
in 


Chariton county, a state conserva- 
tion agent described the hunter as 
standing shoulder to shoulder to 
shoot at waterfowl flying out of 
the federal refuge. 


The agent said at least 65 geese 


were shot in the area yesterday. 


Duck is just like fishing — 


Those who didn't connect are 
mighty reluctant to believe any- 
one else did. It takes visual evi- 
dence. 


A busy researcher for the Jef- 


ferson City Sunday News-Tribune 
dug up some evidence today. He 
estimated the average Missouri 
duck hunter got only four ducks 
during last year's season.

he checked up on the cost of 
shells, hunting clothes, guns, gaso- 
line and all the other things a 
hunters buys. 


Out of all that he figured each 


duck cost an average $67 last year.

The heart has four chambers 


which contain blood.

Most ,of the 
valve troubles which cause mur- 
murs in childhood. and youth are 
caused by rheumatic fevsr. Even

Dewey Guinn and Mrs. I. L. War- 
ren—to submit to council a rec- 
ommendation concerning w h a ( 
d i s p o s a l should be made ol 
remaining funds on the storm 
sewer project. They retired and 
later submitted the following rec- 
ommendation: 


"The Citizens' Advisory Com- 


mittee recommends to City Coun- 
cil:

away with the old five-inch sewer 
entirely thereby eliminating future 
maintenance.

able, and if proposed plans exceed 
funds available, then Burns & Mc- 
Donnell should design such a sys- 
tem that would come within the 
monies available."

ment plants and the sanitary 
sewers

a w a r d s has been progressing 
since last May. These two parts of 
the sewerage improvement pro- 
gram will be completed and paid 
for by late spring 1950, according 
to the engineers. 


The third part of the program 


is commonly referred to as the 
storm sewers improvements to 
carry off surface waters and min- 
imize street flooding conditions 
during rainstorms. For this latter 
program there remains but $182,- 
000.00. It is now proposed to spend 
that amount on the major sewer 
bottleneck just north of the Mis- 
souri Pacific railroad tracks. That 
is the purpose of the citizens' ad- 
visory committee recommendation. 


Report Is Made 
The written report of Burns & 


McDonnell, submitted and read al 
the meeting is as follows: 
"To The 
"Honorable Mayor and City Coun- 


cil 


"City of Sedalia, Missouri 
"Gentlemen: 


"There is presented in this letter 


an accounting and progress reporl 
on the program of sanitary anc 
storm sewer ' improvements now 
under construction for the City oJ 
Sedalia. 


"The occasion for this report is 


the increased cost of the improve- 
ments now under contract and the 
resulting necessity for additional 
funds in order to complete the 
work. 


"The reason for the increased 


costs are principally two, although 
there are other factors that might 
be involved. One of these reasons 
is the increase in general construc- 
tion costs since the war. These 
costs have climbed almost steadily 
since the end of hostilities. They 
have apparently leveled off at the 
present high peak during the past 
few months. But the current wave 
of strikes in' coal and steel may 
easily start prices spiraling again 
In the short period between the 
fall of 1947 when your bonds were 
voted, and the present fall, 1949 
common labor costs alone have 
risen about 20 per cent. Costs of 
materials have risen similarily, II 
has been necessary for contractors 
to make excessive allowances in 
their bids because of the possibil- 
ity of rising costs of labor and 
material and lowered production 


"There has been ample compe- 


tition in bidding on your contract. 
On the sanitary sewer work there 
were ten bidders. The low bid on 
this work was 50 per cent above 
preliminary estimates. 


"A second reason for increased 


costs is certain desirable changes 
in design resulting from the com- 
plete studies made during the 
preparation of final plans. 


"In our preliminary studies and 


estimates we allowed ourselves to 
be influenced by the emphasis 
which the City placed upon its 
financial limitations. The result 
of this influence was that we were 
over - optimistic 
concerning the 


minimum requirements for mod- 
ernising the north and west plants. 
When, in the process of preparing 
final plans and specifications, a 
more detailed study was made, 
we found that the magnitude of 
the improvements to those existing 
plants would have to be- materially 
increased. 


"Changes in design at the South- 


east plant and in the sanitary 
sewers have been minor and to a 
degree not inconsistent with nor- 
mal design practice.

In view of the increased cost 


experienced on other contracts it 
is our opinion that the storm 
sewers cannot be constructed for 
the above amount. 
:In the event that the City elects 


to postpone the construction of the 
storm sewer improvements for the 
present, there will 'remain approx- 
imately $182,000.00 not obligated. 
One of the most important of the 
storm water conditions to be re- 
lieved is that of the insufficient 
capacity of the combined storm 
and sanitary sewer just north of 
the Missouri Pacific tracks. It is 
believed that this condition can be 
relieved at a cost within the re- 
maining funds. Plans have been 
prepared for this work. Your En- 
gineers recommend that bids for 
this work be received, and that 
if they are within the funds avail- 
able, that a contract be awarded 
for this portion of the work. 


"We await your further instruc- 


tions. Plans are practically com- 
plete for the entire Vermont Street 
project, providing storm water 
protection for a greater aiea than 
that originally planned. Plans are 
also complete for protection of 
the area in the vicinity of Broad- 
way and Paik Avenue. These sew- 
ers are to be extended upstream 
to provide for the intersection at 
12th and Stewart Avenue. This 
improvement will allow develop- 
ment of the area south of Broad- 
way, which is now largely vacant 
because of flooding. Studies are 
nearly complete on the sewer 
serving the Katy overpass. Plans 
have not yet been completed on 
this part of the work, however.

Many Resolutions ' 
Were Uttered At 
Annual Convention 


JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 
5—(ff) 


—School taxes caused a fuss in 
the Missouri Farm Bureau Feder- 
ation's annual convention Friday. 


Delegates finally voted not to 


support a proposed constitutional 
change which would make it eas- 
ier for local school districts to 
raise money. 


The 
Federation's 
resolutions 


committee, headed by John _Sam 
Williamson of Boone county, had 
referred to the proposed amend- 
ment as an improvement in Mis- 
souri school laws which should be 
supported. But the delegates, de- 
cided to take out that reference. 


The amendment, already ap- 


proved by the legislature, will be 
on the 1950 general election ballot. 
It would let school districts triple 
their maximum tax levies for one 
year with a bare majority vote of 
the citizens, instead of requiring 
a two-thirds vote as at present. 
Triple Tax Rate 
In cities over 75,000, school dis- 


tricts could triple their tax rates 
for two years with a majority 
vote. 


Opponents said 
they 
thought 


that would make it too easy to 
increase taxes. 


In another resolution the dele- 


gates favored controlling floods by 
good soil and water management 
in the headwater areas. 


"In order to prevent the unnec- 


cessary inundating of good bottom 
land, we believe that construction 
of dams should be made only 
when absolutely necessary," it 
said. 


The Federation also reiterated, 


without debate, its support of a 
gasoline tax increase with part of 
the boost earmarked 
for rural 


roads. 
Direetori previously had 


thrown their support to Gov. For- 


rest Smith's embattled four cent 
gasoline tax law. 
Other Resolutions 
In other resodutions the Federa- 


tion: 


Urged the University of Mis- 


souri to get together with other 
groups on a location for a state 
medical and nursing school to fur- 
nish more doctors and nurses for 
rural aieas. 


Recommended rigid tests before 


issuance of drivers' licenses and 
more license suspensions for law 
violations. A drivers' license test 
bill is pending m the legislature. 


Called for more cheap whole- 


some electric power for REA co- 
operatives and support of plans to 
relieve current power shortages. 
Several REA power generating 
plant sare now being built in the 
state.

longest of any bird. Arctic terns 
from Alaska and other western 
parts of North America fly direct- 
ly south. But those who summer 
in eastern North America make a 
nx sterious side-trip to " Europe 
and Africa before heading for the 
South Pole. You practically never 
find an Arctic tern on the Atlan- 
tic coast of North America south 
of northern Massachusetts. 


One theory about this side-trip 


is that the Arctic terns' ancestors 
came from Europe. So before they 
take up their winter residence in 
the Antarctic they make a senti- 
mental journey home. They fly 
east across the Atlantic towards 
Scotland or France, then 
sail 


south along the western coast of 
Europe and Africa. 


People have known practically 


nothing about the trail of the 
tern until the past 2° years or so. 
It was known that they turned 
up season? lly in the Arctic and 
Antarctic, but the course they 
took was not understood until the 
U. S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
began banding the birds, in co- 
operation with 
similar 
foreign 


agencies. 


Numbered anklets are fastened 


to the birds, and a record is kept 
of where the banding took place. 
About 7,846 Arctic terns have 
been banded. And 10 or 12 of 
them have been recovered at long 
distances, in Europe or Africa. 
One of the birds which had been 
banded in 1929 was recovered in 
1946. 


Arctic terns don't fly non-stop

• The Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Secret Plan Hatched to Impeach 
Truman; Feuding Supreme 
Court Justices Get Mixed 


by Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON—Mum is supposed to be the 


word, but a secret resolution has been drawn up 
authorizing impeachment proceedings against 
President Truman—in case he lets the coal 
•tnke continue to a national danger point. 


The resolution was drafted by a handJEul of 


Republicans and Dixiecrats just before Congress 
adjourned and then locked in a safe deposit 
box. They plan to introduce it next January— 
if the national economy is seriously jeopardized 
by strikes. Ringleader of the impeachment move 
is Congressman Ralph Gwinn, New York Re- 
publican, with an assist irom Gene Cox, the 
Georgia Dixiecrat. 


Specifically, the secret resolution 
charges 


President Truman with "nonfeasance" of office. 
It is alleged that he neglected the economic 
welfare of all the people in order to help a 
tightly organized minority—the labor unions. 


Th« resolution further points out that the 


president could have prevented "economic dis- 
aster" by invoking the Taft-Hartley act. This 
constitutes neglect 
of duty, the 
resolution 


charges. 


Now that the steel strike is being settled, the 


wind has been taken out of the impeachment 
plan, but it may still be revived in case John L. 
Lewis' coal strike gets worse. 


Note 1—Should the resolution ever reach the 


floor of the House of Representatives, it would 
stand almost no chance of approval. 


Note 2—Gwinn is the Congressman who 


mailed out 900,000 franked letters last year 
containing 2,250,000 copies of speeches against 
Public Housing, Federal Aid to Education and 
Rent Control. He has been the chief Congress- 
ional megaphone for the foundation for eco- 
nomic education, financed by some of the na- 
tion's largest corporations. 
Feudin' Supreme Court 


In Washington, where hostesses keep careful 


tab on who's feuding with whom, it would be 
an unforgivable boner to confuse the identity 
of the Supreme Court's two feuding justices, 
th« honorable Hugo Black and Robert Jackson. 


Yet that's exactly what happened the other 


day at no less an occasion than an official 
swearing-in. Justice Black got the assignment 
of administering the oath of Federal Trade 
Commissioner John Carson. As the ceremony 
reached 
its climax, FTC Chairman Lowell 


Mason announced solemnly: "Ladies and gentle- 
men, Mr. Carson "will now take the oath, ad- 
ministered by Mr. Justice Jackson," 


The assembled 
dignitaries howled at the 


mistake. Chairman 
Mason turned 
a sunset 


crimson. 


Later, ex-Senator Jirn Mead was appointed 


to another vacancy in the Federal Trades Com- 
mission. Mason got on the phone to arrange 
the ceremony, invited Justice Jackson to give 
the oath. 


Jackson agreed, then added: "By the way, 


this will give you a chance to call me Mr. 
Justice Black." 
Air-Collision Lawsuits 


A 5250,000 suit has been filed by the widow 


of an air-crash victim that may pave the way 
for suits against the Bolivian government for 
the mid-air collision of a Bolivian P-38 and an 
Eastern airliner. This is the tragedy that killed 
55 victims when the head of Bolivia's Civil 
Aviation rammed an Eastern airliner over 
Washington's National airport. 


The test case will be a $250,000 suit under 


the Tort Claims act against the United States 
for the death of Howard S. Le Roy, killed 
in the crash of an Eastern airliner with a Navy 
Helical fighter over Chesterton, N. J., last July 
30. The action has been brought by the widow, 
Mrs. Emily Le Roy, and will set a precedent 
for air-traffic accidents. 
Keeping the Record Straight 


Here are some interesting quotes from the 


life and works of John Foster Dulles, famed 
internationalist: 


Speech before Detroit economic club, March, 


1939—Only hysteria entertains the idea that 
Germany, Italy or Japan contemplates war 
on us." War started five months later. 


Statement, Oct. 21, '930—"Germany has made 


great progress under the Dswes plan. Her na- 
tional income and government income have 
grown to a point where the reparations charge 
constitutes a readily bearable percentage." One 
year later Dulles was retained by Brown Bro- 
thers-Harriman to salvage something out of 
the German bond wreckage.

Worth of New Minimum Wage 
Law Hangs on Administrators

WASHINGTON—(NEA)—For the next three 


months textile plants will be working full blast 
to produce all they can under the old minimum 
wage of 40 cents an hour. In spite of some 
surplus cotton goods existing in warehouses, the 
industry started the speed-up a month ago m 
anticipation of a new, higher minimum. 


On midnight between Jan. 26 and Jan. 27, 


1950, the new 75-cents-an-hour minimum wage 
goes into effect. The production of textiles will 
be the biggest single industry affected by it. It's 
obvious why manufacturers want to produce as 
much as they can under the lower wage rate. 
The most liberal estimate of the effect of the 
law is that 1,500,000 workers will get raises 
ranging from 5 to 15 cents an hour. 


In spite of this obvious benefit to workers, 


and the great praise oi the new law by Presi- 
dent Truman and Emil Rieve, president of CIO's 
Textile Workers Union of America, there is not 
unanimous opinion among labor experts that the 
law will eventually prove to be a net gain lor 
labor. 


When he signed the bill President Truman 


said: 


"This act has proved to be wise and pro- 


gressive remedial legislation for the welfare 
not only of our wage earners but of our whole 
economy." 


Present at the signing, Rieve said: 
"This measure will remove from the sweat- 


shop category some of the most exploited Amer- 
ican workers. At the same time the entire 
economy will benefit from an increase in pur- 
chasing power now so badly needed to main- 
tain prosperity." 
True Test of a Law 


Before those bold words are proved true, 


there's the important job of administering the 
law over a long enough time to give it a 
fair t<>st. This is where the trouble will be, 
according to the experts. And Department of 
Labor attorneys are included among those re- 
serving their enthusiasm for the law. 


The biggest problem is how many workers 


might suddenly find themselves unprotected by 
the new law, who were covered by the old 
one. The first estimate was 200,000. Now a 
Labor Department spokesman says 750,000. It 
all revolves around the fact that Congress only 
has the authority to legislate for workers en- 
gaged in interstate commerce. 


The old law states that any workers in occu- 


pations "necessary" to the production of goods 
in interstate commerce were covered. For 11 
years there was court litigation on this term, 
to try to determine who was and who wasn't 
covered. Scores of these fights finally had to oe 
settled by the Supreme Court. The new law 
substitutes for the word ''necessary" the com- 
plicated phrasing "closely related process or 
occupation directly essential to the production 
of goods. . . . " 
Horizon Looks Cloudy 


When the measure was debated in Congress 


a member estimated that it would take 10 
years of litigation before any clear outline oi 
the meaning of that part "of the act emerged. 
A Department of Labor official who will take 
part in administering it isn't even that opti- 
mistic. He says: 


"Only the gods can predict what the courts 


will do with those words when the lawyers 
begin arguing about definitions. The Supreme 
Court is in for a lot of work." I just hope that 
we in the department can come to some argee- 
ments on %vhat they are supposed to mean." 


He admits that the guesses on how many 


workers will be excluded from the act's pro- 
tection might be very conservative, that there 
might be more than 1,000,000. He also admits 
that many other sections of the law will in- 
volve drawn-out controversies. 


In addition to textile plants being affected, 


the southern lumbering industry, the production 
of fertilizer and the manufacturing of wood 
furniture in the Carolines will also feel the 
changes by having to raise wages. 


Also on the positive side, the new law will 


provide child-labor conditions, make it easier 
for employes to collect unpaid wages, standard- 
ize overtime pay and help to correct some 
abuses in industrial homework. It also broadens 
the minimum wage provision to include airline 
employes and workers in fish and 
seafood 


canneries.

Music Modes 


1"H1S year is Chopin's year, loud with the listening audiencs 


the centenary of Chopin's death. 
The celebrating of Chopin's death 
reached its peak on October 19th 
when music (clubs and organiza- 
tions all over' the country paid the 
romanticist of the piano tribute 
with recitals and lectures. 


The genius of Frederic Chopin 


has been recognized and appre- 
ciated by more people this year 
than ever b e f o r e . The Polish 
people are 3ustly proud of then" 
countryman and have helped pub- 
licize his life as well as his music 
by publishing considerable mate- 
rial. The Polish Research and In- 
formation 
Service's 
publication, 


"Poland of Today" devoted their 
entire October issue to Mr. Chopin 
and the Polish music realm. 


Chopin is held in high esteem 


by the Poles and his music has 
become a part of their national 
ideals. During the war Chopin 
music was banned by the Nazi in- 
vaders because of the strong feel- 
ing of unity and opposition it 
gave the Polish people. It was 
listened to however, regardless of 
the restrictions and consequences 
if they were caught. 


It was only natural that the 


peoples of his home country were 
so devoted to his music for during 
his active years of giving concerts 
and pleasing his public Chopin 
established 
a reputation t h a t 


covered all Europe. His individu- 
ality in style, not 111 the slightest 
affected by other masters, made 
his ballades, preludes and ma- 
zurkas dazzling to concert goers of 
his day as well as now. 


It has been a long established 


question of how Chopin played 
his own compositions in regard to 
interpretation and the like. It must 
be taken into consideration that 
the piano was far from its present 
form when Chopin was perform- 
ing his numerous concerts. Not 
only has the piano improved, but 
the places where the music is now 
rendered are much larger, seating 
thousands where in Chopin's time, 
the recitals were given in the 
intimacy of small drawing rooms 
and salons. Naturally the music 
need not be played forceful and 


hva small room. 


Chopin's life started February 


22, 1810 in a small village out- 
side of Warsaw, Poland. He had a 
happy childhood and started his 
music studies under the tutelage 
of his nine-year-old sister. Ha 
soon equalled her abilities, how- 
ever, and required a "real teach- 
er." His instructor was a Czech, 
A d a l b e r t Zywny, who was,a 
miser who wore a powdered wig 
and constantly took snuff. 


The Old Czech was quite proud 


of his youthful prodigy, whose 
fame soon spread over the sur- 
rounding countryside. His talent 
was in constant demand for social 
parties and he made his first 
public appearance at the age of 
eight. 


His charm, his ability to be 


friendly and his 
overwhelming 


personality endeared him to all 
he came in contact with. He was 
always a thin, frail and delicate 
boy from the time of his birth, 
but his incredible ability at the 
keyboard raptured his audiences. 
He was unassuming and never 
seemed to be aware of his phe- 
nomenal success. 


"How general and irresistable 


was his influence can be seen in 
the apparently paradoxical fact," 
says the Polish publication, "that 
Chopin's chromatic harmony ex- 
erted a powerful influence on 
American dance music—notably 
on jazz. In Duke Ellington's fan- 
tasies one can find 
harmonies 


that seem to spring directly from 
the Mazurkas or Polonaises." 


The fact that this year marks 


the hundredth year since Chopin 
died is important and the; fact 
that his music has survived the 
greatest foe of all, time, is equally 
important, but not too o f t e n 
thought of.

AIM—Model of patient's head is aligned for treatment. 


records the X-ray strength and] 
damage at every depth. 


The patient sits or lies in the 


measured position. He feels no 
pain, in fact he doesn't feel the 
ray at all. But he cannot wear a 
collar button. He must not wear 
his glasses. Because either metal 
might become radioactive. 


Occasionally when these 25- 


million volt rays strike something 
they are captured somewhat like 
a billiard ball in a corner pocket. 
In this capture they often trans- 
mute the atonis they strike. This 
is the same transmutation as done 
in atomic piles, and creates the 
same kinds of radioactivity. 


Because of this the walls of 


the betatron room are covered 
with materials that do not trans- 
mute readily. This induced radio- 
activity is no risk to the patient, 
but could interfere with accurac3' 
in the instruments. 


Dr. Roger A. Harvey, radiolo- 


gist in charge of treatment, refus- 
es predictions. Four persons have 
been treated. The first was at the 
University 
of Illinois, Urbana, 


where Dr. Donald W. Kerst, in- 
ventor of the betatron has several 
of these machines. There a 22- 
million volt beam was focused on 
a deep brain cancer upon which 
conventional X-ray surgery had 
failed. The patient died of another 
cause before the treatment was 
completed, but an autopsy showed 
the cancerous tissue almost com- 
pletely destroyed, without appar- 
ent damage to surrounding tis- 
sues.

As they hit the 
tissues the rays produce electrons, 
but these too travel so hard and 
so fast that they cause little sur- 
face damage. 


The greatest burning effect is 


deep below the skin. This makes 
the pole-shaped beam a new can- 
cer tool. 


Aiming this invisible beam is 


difficult. The target is an unseen 
place inside the body. The bullets 
are invisible. Only the patient can 
be in the room when the betatron 
fires.' 


Models of the cancer patient 


have to be made for aiming. To 
date marksmanship has been only 
on heads and necks. The model 
heads are exact reproductions of 
the patient's lines and contours 
perfect enough to be prize-win- 
ning sculptures.

Charles Shuman, president o 


the Illinois Agricultural associa- 
tion, which is backing the promo- 
tional campaign, says, "We are 
interested in heavy consumption 
of pork because it means we can 
convert our large grain supplies 
into meat and find a market for 
our product." 


"We would rather depend upon 


a strong consumer demand than 
government price supports," Shu- 
man said. * 


The American Meat Institute, 


composed of meat packers, came 
up with some figures on retail 
prices. 
It said pork chops at 


retail in the basic Chicago mar- 
ket have dropped an average of 
23 per cent from last summer 
•while whole hams have slumped 
15 per cent. 


One important 
factor in the 


hog price slump is the extreme 
weakness of lard, market analysts 
agreed. 
When cut down, about 


15 per cent of a hog goes into 
lard. 
When lard prices weaken, 


packers pay less for live hogs 
unless they can make up the lard 
loss by getting more for meat. 


Loose lard 
was quoted here 


yesterday at S8.75 a hundred Ibs. 
lowest since 1941.
